HALLOWE'EH PARTIES 

I had iii^ded giving you a list of new games this week, hut 
suddenly remembend that Hallowe’en would be here next Wed¬ 
nesday night, and thought perhaps some of you would be 
having Hallowe’en parties and would like a little help in .ar¬ 
ranging them. I have juit read of an interesting way to ar¬ 
range a party for Hallowe’en lo I u'ill past it on to you and leo 
what you think about it. 

I alwayi like Hallowe’en parties in the season of ghi^ta and 
witches and goMins, because a party is sure to be a fine affair, 
provided that the host or hoatern gives the guests plenty to do 
and has lota of stunts and games ready for them. 

Here are some stunts and ideas that have been used at many ' 
parties. They may be helpful to you if you are planning to ' 
entertain your friends on Hallowe'en. Ijct’i just pretend that ■ 
we are planning for s party ourtclvca. 

DEOORATIOIfS ARE IMPORTAMT 

First of all is the matter of 4scorating, and the success of tha 
party may depend on your elevemeaa in this line. There reallv 
•ia very little trouble fixing up the hoiue at this season of the 
year. You will need a bunch of com stalks, some pumpkins— 
some Of which may be paper ones, rather than real ones — and 
plenty of autumn leaves. The com stalks ean be placed in tho 
comers of the room, with tho leaves near them, and the pump-, 
kina distributed for the best effect. 

One young hostees hss a splendid idea for decorating, and 
after rammaging in tha attic, got out her set of Christmas tree 
eiectrie lights. By means of wire she fastened a small paper *! 
pumpkin ov» each of the lamps, and strong them around tha 
room. This gSve a dark, gloomy effect, and waa very pretty. 
Why can’t we use this plan for our partyT 

Real pumpkins may be hollowed out and given all sorts of 
faces by a little cutting. They are even more "searey" looking 
when red crepe paper is pasted over the holes for eyes, note snd 
mouth, on the insides of the ihell. Dad may help na fix these 
pumpkins up with real electric lighta in them—which are safer 
and brighter than candles. , 

Other decorating suggestions are to put rrepe paper over 
any .lights that are to bum, paper witches and ghosts on the 
walls, and black paper bats and cats hanging from the ceiling. 

It might be a good plan to have a fortune telling tent in one 
comer of the room. A dark nook should be pirkrd, and the tent 
can be made of a sheet, a piece of canvas, or a large piece of 
black elotb. The tent should be decorated to look Sa ghostly aa 
possible. Mother or Aunt Mary will dress up in a witch’• cos¬ 
tume, and tell fortunca at a certain time during the evening. 
She ean use cards aa her "inspiration." 

W' - • A - -— -r-- 

The amusements for a party of this kind are almost endless, 
but some of them are such old favorites that you could hardly 
liave a party without them. One of these, of course, is “bobbing 
for apples" Fill the tub almost to the.top with water and Boat 
a number of apples in it The boys and girls then kneel before 
the tiib, and without using their hands, try to get jhc apples in 
their teeth. Anybody who lifts an apple out of the water gets 
it to rat, and of course, there will be more duckings than there 
are apples eaten 1 

An apple or a doughnut may be hung from a ehandelier on 
a ford so that it iwinga freely. Then the guests ean try to get 
this, much oa they do with the apples in the water. 

Probably y^ have all tried to pin tails on a donkey, and this 
ia always a fun-maker. You can get the donkey at a store, or, 
if you arc handy with a paint biquh and seissort, make it your¬ 
self. A prize can be swarded, for the person whO' pins the, 
donkey’s tail cloaeat to the proper'place. 

* • • A 

This is a stunt that will caute roars of laughter. Have a 
crowd of boya and girls stand in a circle, holding the edges of 
a sheet in their hands so that it is drawn taut. Then put an 
ordinary feather from a pillow on the sheet. The boya and girls 
then blow the feather bark and forth, trying to keep it on the 
sheet. The fun comes when the feather starts getting in eyes, 
mouths and nosea. 

"Peanuts and I'limpkins" is another good game' to provide 
hilarity. To play this, place two' hollow pumpkiiu on chairs 
ten or fifteen fret apart. In one of the pumpkins put a lot of 
peanuts, and give each of the guests a silver knife. In hia tom, 
each boy and girl lifts'a peanut from the pumpkin on the knife 
and tries to esn? it to the other pumpkin. He eonUnuea to do 
this, carrying them one at a time, until he drops a peanut, when 
the nett contestant tries. The person who earriea the most pes- 
nuls from one pumpkin to the other wins the game. 

It ia a good plan to have one of the guetti or the hostess • 
dressed as a ghost, and at a certain time in the evening the room 
ean be darkened, and ahe ean appear to tell a couple of 
“spooky” stories. Often the guests will then tell atoriea, snd * 
the crowd wilt be amused for some time in true Hallowe’en style. 

Many parties have been enlivened by a taffy pull, in which 
all of the gueata are given part of the randy. This is an easy 
way to provide part of the rcfreihmenta, and the guests will en¬ 
joy having a share in the fun of making the taffy. 

• * * • 

A time ean he reserved at the end of the party, or jnat be- , 
fore refreshments are served, for the awarding of prises. Suit¬ 
able prizes can be given for the winners of the various eonteaU, 
and if all the guests are in ootfume, an award for the best cos¬ 
tume can be made. All aorta of appropriate little favora ean be 
secured and presented to the gueata with the refreshments., and 
almost anything can be used for tha-main prize. 

Tha chief fsctorii in the lueceas of our Hallowe’en party are 
to have a good, "peppy" crowd there, to have tho house ap¬ 
propriately decorated, and to give the gueata plenty to do. If - 
theae things are done, the entertainment will be one of the beat 
that any boy or girl ever attended. !

Valuable Volumes 

Apselai UorTespendenea of The Vtcterla Dally Times 
HEW YORK. 

'WTHEH' the teatber MnAlngs of their rare old 
W books begin to crack and break at the blngas, 
waalthy people and big libraries mnd for Mim 
Janet C. Lewis She le the natlMb foremost book 
docuw, and perhaps the only spsclallst in bar line. 

About twenty-flva years ago ahs was a portrait 
painter, but get intersated in laaathsc preservation 
when tba bindings tn a friend's library began to 
crumble. Mlm litwhi experimented with many 
eoospounds and natural oUa. finally eucoeedlng 
wltb a rare black oil obtained from prebtslonc 
animal matter. When thla waa rsproduoad eyn- 
thetieally It waa much cbtspm, and nearly color- 
laaa. Tbe American Museum of Hatural History 
now la rubbing galkma of it into the stuffed hides 
of alephante for tha new RooesveU Wing. 

A famous sn eonnolsee<- who in^wcted her 
first job of isqioratlOQ persuaded her to make it 
a career. After a few oommisalons In Boston she 
had more .offera than ahe oouM aeoept. Mrs. 
Whltelaw Reid. Mrs. Bdwin Gould. Dr. Henry Yaa 
Dyke, ^llx Warburg, soma of tbe DuFoota. Rlbsrt 
Gary, J. P. Morgan and many big muaeuma and 
Ubrarlea have been among bsr patrons, fbe Raid 
library probably le the largeet prtvato one, but 
among Its 19,000 volumes sts many undletln- 
gulabed books In ultra-fsney leather bindings— 
prsssnte to the original ownsr during bla diplo- 
matlo career.
